Wills was tak­ 
en to jail where he has since 
remained o n an affid av it charg­ 
ing assau lt and battery with in­ 
tent to kill. 
In ind icting Wills fo r seco nd

o rs held that he “u nlawfu lly , 
felo nio u sly , p u rp o sely and malic­ 
io u sly , bu t witho u t p rem ed ita­ 
tio n, d id kill and mu rd er Ed ward 
Lacey by striking him with his 
fist o r an instru m ent o r o bject, 
the ex act natu re o f which is u n­ 
kno wn.”

Garr, eldest of the trio, did not 
appear at the arraignment and 
Ju dge Marshall ordered his $20,- 
000 bond forfeited after defense 
attorney s presented a phy sician’s 
affidav it stating the gau nt v eter­ 
inarian was u nable to be pres­ 
ent. 
The affidav it said dr. Garr at 
present was “a person of u n­ 
sou nd mind” and was at his 
home in nearby Oldham cou nty 
“u nder the influ ence of opiates.” 
The statement by Dr. H. B. 
Blay des, LaGrange, Ky ., phy si­ 
cian, added that it wou ld be “u n­ 
safe and dangerou s for him and 
for the pu blic for him to be 
brou ght into cou rt at this time.” 
Gerald Denhardt, former Ken­ 
tu ck y lieu tenant-gov ernor and 
one-time state adju tant-general, 
was slain on the main street here 
the night of September 20. He 
was to hav e gone on trial a sec­ 
ond time the following day on a 
charge of mu rdering his 40-y ear- 
old fiancee, Mrs. Verna 
Garr 
Tay lor, sister of the Garr broth­ 
ers. 
Roy Garr has admitted shoot­ 
ing Denhardt, assertedly in self- 
defense. Dr. Garr said he fired at 
the general too, bu t was not cer­ 
tain whether any of his shots 
stru ck 
him.

Both in America an d in Eu rope the speech of 
Presiden t Roosev elt at Chicag o is reg arded as the 
defin ition of an attitu de which, if it is to hav e 
su bstan ce an d mean in g , mu st be followed shortly 
by the formu lation of a prog ram. 
The mere deliv ery of this speech, ev en withou t 
action or the threat of action , has already pro­ 
du ced two clearly man ifest resu lts. On e is an 
arou sed hatred in German y , Italy an d Japan , 
which hav e been the in stig ators of the u n ­ 
declared warfare an d the slau g hter of civ ilian s 
so v ig orou sly den ou n ced by the Presiden t. In ad­ 
dition , it has g iv en n ew moral stren g th an d en ­ 
cou rag emen t to those n ation s that hav e been 
striv in g to con fin e the in cen diarism to the affect­ 
ed areas. 
It is in su fficien t, howev er, that the ag g ressor 
n ation s be in cen sed an d an tag on ized an d that 
“the peace-lov in g n ation s” be g iv en a word of 
sy mpathy . Those accomplishmen ts will n ot sav e 
the civ ilization of the world, will n ot restore 
sig n ifican ce an d repu te to su ch terms as in ter­ 
n ation al law, the san ctity of treaties an d mor­ 
ality amon g n ation s. 
Throu g h what mean s does the Presiden t in ten d 
tot implemen t his declared pu rpose of opposi­ 
tion to “those v iolation s of treaties an d those 
ig n orin g s of hu man e in stin cts which there is n o 
escape throu g h mere isolation of n eu trality ?” 
The Japan ese are v ery mu ch dissatisfied with 
the way the Chin ese army is behav in g . Con trary 
to ex pectation s, it has refu sed to be a pu shov er. 
Mu ssolin i took alon g twelv e u n iforms for the 
German war g ames, bu t Gran t an d Sherman , 
ju dg in g by their wartime pictu res, on ly had two 
pairs of pan ts between them. 


FORESHADOWING DEFIANCE 
“In the n ame of Fascist Italy , which follows the 
v issicitu des of this stru g g le, with passion , I form 
the most ferv en t wishes for the triu mph of the 
n ation al cau se person ified by y ou r ex cellen cy .”
